Nothing well done, no one seemed to care, Awful 
choir, all out of tune and ill behaved. Roberts 
and his wife are energetic but have prodiced no real 
results and probably cannot undet present circumstanees,.

It is in 
union with the Convention and has a regular Vestry but gets 
support from Convocation. 18 years ago Vurpillot was im- 
ported by Bishop Whitaker (?) straight from France. He helped 
Dr. Miel during the last years of his life and then succeeded 
him. Later on he was made professor at the University where 
he now lives. 


In the congregation were some arnt French people 
who spoke English witha strong accent, but there was not 
one I think who did not understand or speak English. The 
respénses were weak and faltering.

Visitation Sunday and Saturday, Dec. 5, & 6, 1914. 


AS a result of my day, my attitude towards Lincoln changed 
from one of distrust and opposition to one of sympathy and 
strong confidence. He is very certainly devoted and earnest 
with a strong mystical faith and pastoral devotion. He buys 
all the best books and is constantly reading. He has a clear 
sense of important things in doctrine and ethics. 

His side of the trouble with Gummey is as follows:«- 
After Lincoln's first rectorship at S. John's, before Gummey 
was called, a group of rich families who had supported the Par- 

ish moved farther West in Germantown into a more desireable 
neighborhood --- the Redwood Wrights, Merricks etc. Then Gum- 
mey came, having married Dr. Upjohn's daughter on the strength 
of his election. The work steadily decreased owing to his some- 
what over-bearing manner, his refusal to do any pastoral visit- 
ing and his quick temper. Things got very low when after six 
years he asked Lincoln, who then was sick, and had resigned his 
work in Newark, to come back without pay as his Assistant in 
order to help him out. He and Lincoln had been intimate friends 
for years. He told Lincoln he would not resign, but was very 
much discouraged. After three months he told Lincoln he had sen 
in his resignation to the Vestry, and from this time has said 
nothing to him about it, and has declined to speak to him. Mean 
while a story has been spread among the Clergy that Lincoln 
plotted against Gummey and drove him out. The Vestry meanwhile 
accepted Gummey's resignation, asked Lincoln to come as Locum 
Tenens, and then called him as Rector, which he accepted. When 
he took charge there were only about 8 people left, and he is 
only now beginning to get them back. He keeps by himself becaus: 
many of the Clergy believe the story against him and refuse to 

speak to him. This very much depressed him and accounts for hi: 
behaviour. While he and Gummey were together although many of 
the congregation appreached him and begged him to come to see 

them he refused, only going to Mrs. Tobian, who was dying and 
the family of the colored sexton. 

Affairs in the Parish are picking up. They have $2,000 deb: 
on the Parish House, which was falling to pieces. They are 
bound to pay this off at the rate of $20, a month to,a Building 
Association. This requires all their money. The Vestry is two 
months behind with his Salary. There was, however, a better

feeling at the ena of my visit and the Vestry are open to cone 
viction. 

The present Mrs. Lincoln is his second wife, apparently.

C. R. Hill has been Rector 10 years, Was brougnt. 
up as a child with Nat. Thomas. Came from Kansas with 
him. and lived with him for some years. An Englishman 
by birth. Married the daughter of a music publisher 
in his Parish, Her father hus a good deal of money 
and has jus’ given her a house where they are now living, 
also having altered und fitted it for them, 

The Parish was founded 58 years azo. Mr. Richard 
Thomas built the Church, Dr. Anstice was Rector immedi-’ 
ately before Hill. Hill found nothing there when he went 
Only 25 people in a Church which holds 1000, Hill gets 
$2,500 a year. Has been paid regularly, though enter- 
tuinments and bazaars are necessary, Vestry of 12 all 
from the neighborhood. Of some 700 communicants hardly 
more than one-quarter live within half mile, and these 
are the old families, All new couples move to the sub- 
urbs., Boarding houses increasing, but no foreigners as 
yet. The Woman's Auxiliary active, I spoke of the ap- 
portionment at some length, The Parish gave #600. out 
of $1,000 last year, chiefly through the Sunday School, 
Perhaps the best man on the Vestry is Mr. Clarence L. 
Harper. His boy James was confirmed, also two daughters 
of a rich German atheist, who lives across the street, « 
and is a member of the City Council from the District, 
He was in Church with his wife, Hill told me that a men- 
ber of the congregation has left in her Will a very large 
house and property in the near neighborhood for Parish 
purposes,

From Confirmation Sunday morning, January 25, 1914. 


Stockett has been there six years. The Church had been 
closed for six months when he went there at the request of 
Bishop Whitaker. There had been a bad split between two parties. 
The neighborhood is strongly Orange. All the advanced Church 

people left in a body going to the Annunciation and S. Flizabeth. 
Up to that time they had been in control at S. Barnabas, but the 
Vestry made things so uncomfortable for them that they went out. 
Stockett is a very advanced Churchman, but promised to suppress 
it. He has been watched with suspicion and has had no freedom, 
but has avoided all difficulties, and the work has steadily 
grown. He has now over 300 Cormunicants. In the past year the 
people have put a new carpet in the Church and new choir stalls, 
and the men of the Parish have spent $1,000 on the basement of 
the Parish House where they have bowling alley, rifle range, 
pool table etc. 


Before my sermon I spoke strongly for Missions and the ap- 
portionment, congratulating them on home progress, but pointing 
out that Christian Charity did not begin at home. I explained 
the system of apportionment, and urged tham to increase the use 
of the duplex envelopes, which are in force in the Parish. In- 
spected the Parish Hall after service. Stockett has three boys, 
one of them sick. He complains of his burdens, but seems happy 
and doing well. The class of 25 was equally divided between male 
and female. The Church was three-quarters full.

Services were begun here in '69 from Emmanuel Church, 
Kensington, by two Laymen, who hired a hall and began a 
Sunday Shhool at their own expense and responsibility. 
Goodfellow has been there 41 years. 

At a meeting of the Vestry I discovered that he is 
the Accounting Warden for the apparent reason that no one 
else will do the work. Most of the money raised is by him 
I urged them to stop this system. Duplex envelopes have 
been going on for about a year with good success.

Later when 
trouble.came and the case was taken to the Courts, the 
Court decided that the name of the Chapel indicated that it 
belonged tc Christ Church. Hodge then resigned and began 
work at the Ascension, which was some where east of Broad 
Street. Apparently it was an Evangelistic Church when he 
took it, and all the changes have been made under him. 


There seems to be little communicant life. Out of 400 
communicants, more or less, the monthly list of those who 
receive is hardly more than 30. The service is very long. 
Every Sunday morning they have Morning Prayer, Litany and 
then High Celebration. There seems little life or growth, 
and yet some real devotion. The Sunday School has about 
100 members, taken charge of entirely by Dyer. The socialis 
tic forum Sunday nights is dwindling.

By mistake in the schedule, this visitation 
was repeated, Bishop Garland having been there 
last year.

Evidently the chief stress is on work among 
men.

Not the "down and out" kind, but self-respecting 
workmen apparently belonging to different Churches. 
He makes them attend service together once a month. 
They meet once a week. Mr. Morris Farle and Mr. Town- 
send were present and spoke of a large endowment and 
of Stone's ambitious scheme. He wants a big house 
for the men at once.

all approved them except Mr. Freyling, who has lately been in 
opposition. Hale,reports, however, that the general attitude 
is much more favorable to him, and that some of the malcon- 
tents have left. An excellent class of 29 were confirmed, 
chiefly of young people, well prepared and loyal. The Church 
was well filled. The singYing still too florida and elaborate.
